Arabi Tasha 
is

pretense that he represents the Egyptian 
people is a transparent imposture. 
The 
Egyptian people 
the fellaheen, that is to 
say—unfortunately have no representation. 
For centuries they have been hewers of 
wood ami drawers of water. 
Arabi I’aaha 
really rc presents the old plundering Pashas 
who want to drive out the English aud 
French for no other reason than because 
they hope to regain the control of the rev­ 
enues, aud to be able to restore the oppres­ 
sion which they practiced upon the fellah­ 
een previous to the establishment of the 
European control. 
The interest of the 
Egyptian people, which is, of course, good 
government, is represented by England in 
this war. 
Arabi is the eneiny of his own 
people. 
He is a daring adventurer, who 
seeks to establish himself as a tyrant ruler 
of Egypt. 
He has been encouraged to 
persevere iu his course by the expectation 
that Eugland and France, and perhaps 
other powers, would quarrel over the inter­ 
vention question, and prevent one another 
from doing anything. 
He finds now that this is a delusion, 
and that England at least has determined 
that he shall be put down. 
Nothing re­ 
mains for him now but desultory guerrilla 
warfare, supposing, what is doubtful, that 
he can keep any force together. 
At the 
latest accounts he was marching upon 
Cairo. 
He cannot expect to hold that city 
against an English army, but he may de­ 
liver it up to plunder, and cause the few 
Europeans remaining there to be murdered. 
A t the approach of an English force he 
must retreat into the desert, where he may 
elude pursuit for some time, and, with the 
aid cf the Bedouins, make raids upon the 
British. 
But his present course is calcu­ 
lated to precipitate the occupation of Egypt 
by the foreigners he has been trying to 
banish. 
It is possible that at this juncture 
France may decide to join England in the 
land operations. 
Whether she does or not, 
however, Kngland must proceed to inaugu­ 
rate land operations. 
She will probably 
seiii 20,000 men to Egypt, and half of 
them may be Indian troops. 
Aiabi Tasha. 
when confronted with these latter, will 
lose whatever advantage he possesses as 
against European soldiers. 
The native In­ 
dian troops will iind themselves thoroughly 
at home in the desert. 
The climate will 
not exhaust them. 
They will be able to 
pursue the Arabs into their fastnesses, and 
their employment will shorten the cam­ 
paign. 
The longer it takes to disperse Arabi 
Pasha’s forces, however, the moro probable 
will an armed permanent occupation of 
Egypt by England become, and this occu­ 
pation may very easily drift into annexa­ 
tion. 
France is in no position to protest 
against such a measure, moreover, for her 
own recent policy in Tunis must close her 
mouth. 
No other power has sufficient in­ 
terest in the matter to interfere seriously. 
Germany is likely to side with England on 
the question. 
Russia will hardly go to 
war to maintain t ie Porte. 
And the Porte 
can do nothing but protest. 
Protest, how­ 
ever, will avail her little, and she too has 
put herself in a bad position by refusing to 
send troops into Egypt when expressly7 
requested to do so by England. 
If, there­ 
fore, France should still haDg back, and 
decline to become the active ally of Eng­ 
land in conducting the necessary land op­ 
erations in Egypt, the strong probability 
is that when the war is over, and the re­ 
sults are to be formulated, England will 
occupy a commanding position, and will 
make her own terms for the disposition of 
Egypt. 
A great deal has been said of late 
years as to the possibility of a religious 
war for the restoration of Islam, but there 
have been many opportunities for a rising cf 
the kind, and they have not been taken 
advantage of. 
At brief intervals false 
prophets arise in the Soudan, and some of 
them have carried the crescent far and 
wide among the thick native populations of 
Africa. 
But 
their 
career is 
usually 
ahort. 
They fall 
under the assassin’s 
knife, or in some skirmish, and we hear no 
more of them. 
They do not communicate 
their enthusiasm to the Arabian people, 
who are the most bigoted followers of 
Mohammed. 
It is therefore not probable that Arabi 
P*9ha can restore himself by any such 
means. 
He has reached the culmination 
of his career. 
Ho has a few thousand fol­ 
lowers, called by courtesy an army, but it 
is very doubtful whether he can get them 
to face European troops, and even it they 
do they are certain to be defeated at the 
first encounter. 
Nor can the desert subsist 
an army. 
It is impracticable for him to 
retire there for any length cf time. 
In 
such a case his army would melt away in a 
few dayB, and he would find himself left 
alone with the Bedouins, who of course 
could not afford him any substantial aid. 
His stubbornness aud persistence can only 
more effectually frustrate his own projectp, 
in fact. 
Law7 and order in Egypt must and 
will be restored, and 00 guerrilla chief 
can be allowed to ruiu that fertile coun­ 
try. 
W e do not know as yet whether 
Arabi has made auy attack upon the Suez 
Canal. 
Perhaps he may refrain from at 
empts in that direction, lest he should 
bring all Europe upon him. 
If, how­ 
ever, 
he 
concludes 
that 
his 
defeat 
is 
certain, 
he 
may 
destroy 
the 
canal out of mere malignity. 
Now that 
the 
English 
fleet has done its work, 
the army ought to be brought into play 
without any loss cf time. 
ludced it seems 
an error of judgment not to have had a 
land expedition at haud ready for use so 
soon as the forts were silenced. 
Had that 
been done not only Alexandria but Cairo 
would have been saved from piilage and 
Fire, and many hundred lives of Europeans 
would have been preserved. 
The work on 
shore, however, has to be done, and no 
doubt will be done, whether slowly or 
quickly, and it may be regarded as cer- 
taiu that thenceforth the possession of the 
Suez Canal, at least, will be taken alto­ 
gether out of the hauds of the Eyptian au­ 
thorities, while it is possible that when the 
war is ended the land of the Pharaohs 
may have become a British colony. 


QUARANTINE 
IN 
SAN 
FRANCISCO 


The question which has been raised as 
to the quarantine of the steamer Belgic is 
really a very important one. 
It is alleged, 
on what seems to be good authority, that 
the Quarantine Officer put this vessel un­ 
der taboo because ho found on board of 
her one Chinese boy who had a skin dis­ 
ease which Dr. Lawlor mistook for vario­ 
loid. 
It is further alleged that the same 
(Officer, having made this discovery, pro­ 
ceed ed to pick aome twenty other China­ 
men out of the passengers, as being in­ 
fected, and these, with the boy, were sent 
to the pest-house. 
It is stated that after 


these alleged small-pox patients had been 
several days at the pest-house, it was found 
that they had nothing the matter with 
them, and tiiat they and the boy were 
thereupon discharged, though the Belgic 
was compelí».d to reincin in quarantine. 
Now if these statements are capable of 
demonstration they show that the Board 
of Health has committed an outrage of 
the first cla3*. 
For in that case this Board 
has interfered most injuriously with the 
course cf commerce, indicted a heavy blow 
upon a young ami struggling trade of great 
importance to San Francisco ; kept several 
hundred healthy passengers in quarantine 
for weeks without the least justification ; 
and all because its medical officers were 
so ignorant ol their profession as to be in­ 
capable of diagnosing small pox. Certainly 
here is the mat .-rial for an investigation, 
and whether or not the Bjard of Health 
holds 
one, the 
probability is that the 
Courts will be called upon to do so. 
For 
whatever rights the law has conferred 
upon the Board of Health and the Quaran­ 
tine Officer, it cannot have authorized 
them to quarantine a passenger ship hav­ 
ing a clean bill of health, and :f they have 
done such a thing the presumption is that 
they have made San Francisco liable for 
heavy damages. 
If this strange case im­ 
pels the authorities of that city to look 
more carefully into the professional qualifi­ 
cations of .the men who are employed to 
examine incoming passengers for small­ 
pox, perhaps the game may prove worth 
the candle. 
At present suspicion is war­ 
ranted that the Quarantine Officer is any­ 
thing but an ornament to his profession, 
and this suspicion is not likely to be al­ 
layed by the recollection of his shameless 
rapacity in 
regard to the vaccination 
question, 
la fact his conduct on several 
occasions has boeu more suggestive of the 
position of T weed’s coparceners than of the 
position of a civilizad and conscientious 
medical man ; aud we should not be at all 
surprised to learn that such a person 
was really too ignorant of pathology to be 
able to distinguish between ringworm aud 


varioloid.. ■

worn it constantly ever since. 
There is a 
daily discharge of matter. 
Mr. Barnes is 
a man of very regular and temperate hab­ 
its, does not use tobacco in any form, nor 
stimulants of any kind, hardly ever uses 
any medicine, excepting sometimes a little 
iron for the blood ; is always feeling well 
when the hole in his side is open, some­ 
times feeling a heaviness there, but has 
got used to that. 
This case is certainly 
worthy of the special attention of medical 
men. 
It seems to give a man a new lease 
of life, even when apparently as good as 
dead. 
When Mr. Barnes conceived the 
idea of tapping his lung, all the physicians 
but one scouted it as a thing that would 
prove fatal. 
However, he persuaded one 
to perform the operation. 
In 18(53 Mr. 
Barnes was iu Honey Lake valley, and was 
on the brink of the grave. 
Now, again, 
the resident physicians were opposed to 
the idea of an incision, and after repeated 
appeals for an operation, which was refused, 
Mr. Barnes borrowed a lance and cut open 
his side himself. 
He then inserted a cath­ 
eter, and drawing off nearly a quart of 
matter immediate relief was found. 
The 
cough and expectoration stopped almost 
instantly, and Mr. Barnes was soon upon 
his feet again. 
Thus has he prolonged his 
life for over thirty years.

1 a regard to the claim of the defendant that 
the evidence must not go behind May 23, 
1877, it was truo the indictment fixed that 
date and the overt acts followed. 
The posi­ 
tion taken by the defense that no evidence as 
to facts that transpired piiir to that date 
could be received was erroneous. It was none 
the Its» a conspiracy since that date, if it was 
a conspiracy before. 
It may have existed for 
a doz.ii years, and although the indictment 
; could not charge that it took p'aco morethau 
three years ago, the par.ies^ who eutered 
int > or carried out the existing conspiracy 
may properly be brought iu*o indictment. 
Innocent

change their character and become vicious 
conspiracies. 
The Court thought it was 
proper £o prove that these parties were in a 
combination tending to conspiracy, if the 
other side sail it was not competent to prove 
the existence of a con:-piracy by the evidence 
of any conspirator previous to the existei c j 
of the conspiracy as fixed in the indictment 
or after its dissolution. 
Merrick stated that he expected to prove 
that 3.

Boone was then again a^ked if his retire­ 
ment was voluntary, and whether he knew of 
any reason beyond that already given for it. 
The prosecution seemed deBiroua to prove 
by witness that his retirement had been 
caused by Brady’s hostility. 
Objection was made and sustained by the 
Court, who said the only object of the testi­ 
mony of this witness was to show the busi­ 
ness relations existiug among the defendants. 
The fact that Boon* had retired from the 
combination wa* sufficient, without giving 
the reasons therefor. 
After recess, B>one was asked if Senator 
Dorsey had not req ieated him to get out of 
the combination because Brady would do 
nothing for them while hs remained. 
Objection was made by some of the coun­ 
sel, but Ingersoll said that so far as his client 
(3. W. Dorsoy) was concerned, he was per­ 
fectly willing to have witne » answer that 
question. 
It was ruled out, however. 
Witness then identified a letter attached to 
a printed blank as being in Senator Dorsey’s 
handwriting. 
It was addressed to Postmas­ 
ter Clendennin, and referred to the obtaining 
of sureties upcn proposals. 
Merrick explained that he expected to 
show that Senator Dorsey had more than a 
friendly connection with the combination. 
In the argument which followed, Ingersoll 
asserted that so far as these bonds sent to 
Clendennin were concerned, all of the informa­ 
tion touching them had been furnished by 
Senator Dorsey to the Congressional Invesli 
gating Committee. 
The letter was ruled out. 
A letter from Vail to the Auditor gave 
rise to another long discussion, and it was 
finally withdrawn for a time. 
James II. Clendennin testified that he was 
Postmaster at Fort Smith, Ark ; knew ex­ 
Senator Dor¿ey, and had corresponded with 
him. 
Witness was shown and identified a letter 
from S. W . Dorsey, inclosing a blank pro­ 
posal for mail service he had refere 1 to in this 
letter. 
Further inquiry as to these letters was cut 
oft by the Court, who said he did not see how 
Dorsey could be held responsible for Clenden- 
nin’rf act?. 
The defense did not cross-examine the wit­ 
ness. 
James F. Blouia was next called, Merrick 
explaining that he wished to prove by this 
witness that defendauts signed the narres of 
one another indiscriminately. 
An affidavit sworn to by Peck was said by 
witness to be in Minor's handwriting. 
General Henkel objected, because the Gov­ 
ernment had proved by its uwn witness, a 
Notary from New Mtxico, that Peck had 
made the affidavit before him. 
Now they 
propose to contradict their own witness. 
They could not do that. 
The Court—Oh ! yes, they c in. 
General Henkel—Oh ! no, they can not. 
The Court—But I see it done every day. 
To save time, Merrick withdrew the paper. 
A number of other papers and letters were 
declared by this witness to be in the hand­ 
writing of Minor or Ilerdell, although pur­ 
porting to have been written by other de­ 
fendants. 
In answer to an inquiry from the defense, 
the Court said he understood this testimony 
was or.ly introduced to show the intimate re­ 
lations existing between the parties. 
Without concluding the examination of the 
witness, the Court adjourned.

The European part of the town, including 
the Exchange and telegraph office, is entirely 
destroyed. 
The city was set on fire by re­ 
leased 
convicts, who committed horrible 
atrocities. 
The telegraph ship Chiltern is crowded 
with survivors, who fought their way to the 
beach, from whence the boats cf the fleet re­ 
moved them. 
They ttp M having passed a 
dreadful night, defeucnflF‘themselves desper­ 
ately. 
One hundred Europeans and other Chris­ 
tians, in the Ottoman Back aud adjcioiog 
buildings, were massacred. 
The work of the ships is now over, and 
further action must be ashore. 
Fully half 
the town is burning. 
The Bedouins are looting by thousands. 
The Europeans who fought their way down 
to the beach number 100. 
They report that 
all other Europeans and Christians, number­ 
ing some hundreds, have been massacred. 
It is reported that Arabi Pasha is march­ 
ing on Cairo. 
The soldiers joined in looting the city be­ 
fore leaving it. 
Nothing is known of the Khedive, but it is 
believed he s'ili is at Ramleh palace, where 
his yacht is, apparently waiting until the 
weather will allow his embarkation.

INSTRUCTIONS TO ADMIRAL SEYMOUR. 


L o n d o n , July 13th.—In the Houser of 
Commons 
to-day, 
Campbell 
Bannerman, 
Principal Secretary cf the War Office, read 
the instructions to Admiral Seymour, as fol 
lows : That as the opposition of the forts had 
ceased, he should not dismantle them or disa­ 
ble the guns ; that he should open friendly 
communications with the Khedive, and, in 
the absence of the native authorities from 
Alexandria, he should land seamen or ma­ 
rines for police purposes, and that he should 
inform the commanders of these measures. 
The Admiral was instructed to invite the 
Khedive to assert his authority in restor­ 
ing order. 
The landing of a British force for 
police purposes was to bo in concert with the 
Khedive, or any native authority in Alexan­ 
dria, and the European men-of-war were to 
be invited to co-operate. 
Protests were made by the conservative 
benches against the feebleness of these in 
structions. 
Gladstone, replying to a question, said tbe 
Government had not yet been informed where 
Arabi Pasha was. 
Northcote asked why the Government had 
not done something to prevent tho terrible 
events in Alexandria. 
. 
Gladstone said the Government cculd not 
have anticipated them. 


MARINES AND SAILORS LANDED. 


L o n d o n , July 13th.—A dispatch from 
Alexandria says : The Turkish dispatch-boat 
Izziden arrived here this afternoon. 
It is supposed that the Egyptian troops 
will prevent the Khedive leaving. 
The Brit­ 
ish gunboat Bittern is cruising off Ramleh. 
The tire in Alexandria is greatly extending 
in the direction of the port. 
Admiral Seymour to-day landed 450 ma­ 
rines and 150 sailors. 
It is su-peclei that 
the town and forts are mined. 
The English church at Alexandria was de­ 
stroyed by a chance shell during the bom­ 
bardment. 
A dispatch from Alexandria dated at G:30 
this evening says that s íd c o the marines and 
sailors entered the town firing has been heard 
there. 
The Admiralty has a telegram dated Alex­ 
andria, 8:45 r. M., announcing that the Khe­ 
dive aüd Dervbch Pasha are safe.

L o n d o n , July 13th.—In the Route of 
Lords to-day, Earl Granville, Foreign Secre­ 
tary, stated that if the fleet at Alexandria re­ 
quired the assbtance of troops, they would be 
sent. 
There wa3, he said, no reason to be­ 
lieve that any of the great powers regarded 
the bombardment of Alexandria a t other 
than an act of self-defense.

ESCAPE OF EUROPEANS,

O f f A l e x a n d r i a , July 13th—1 p. m .— 
After daybreak this morning a number of 
pereons were seen ou the edge of the wAter of 
the harbor. 
Glasses showed them to bo Eu­ 
ropean?, and boats were at once lowered, the 
crew armed to the teeth, and started to the 
shore. 
They found abcut ICO Europeans, 
many of them wounded, who had gathered in 
the Anglo-Egyption Bai.k, and had resisted 
desperately.

joined by t e lower cissse? and some Bedou­ 
ins. proceeded to sack the city and kill all the 
Christians they o u ld find, and set the Euro­ 
pean quarter on fire. 
From the part they 
were dkfending the Europeans could hear 
shrinks and crie?, an 1 reports of pistols and 
gur.s. 
Score* of fugitives were cut down or 
beaten to death in tneir sight. The European 
quarter is all in flame?, and the great square 
a mass of ruins. 
All the public buildings 
are destroyed and nothing European seems 
to have escaped tie rage of the fanatics. 
Several shells have been fired within the 
last two hours into that portion of the city 
where the confi igration broke oat, in hopee 
that they may scare the pillagers there. 
That many pillagers remain is evident by 
the fact that «everai frerii fires have broken 
out in the last throe hours. 
A British gunboat is lying close to Ramleh. 
Two Ironclads are cruising near, and will fire 
upon anyone approaching the palace.

AMERICANS IN EGYPT 


W a s h in g to n , July 13th.—Secretary Fie- 
linghujbeu say?, in answer to inquiries as to 
the safety of our officials and countrymen at 
Alexandria, that we have no Consul in that 
city; but that 1be Vice-CouBul Resident is 
&n Israelite ; that one of the members of the 
Court at Alexandria, Judge Batcheller, is in 
this country on leave, and he understands 
that the other two American Judges have 
gone into the country. 
About a month ago 
one vee&el from the Mediterranean squadron 
was 3ent to Alexandria for the protection of 
American residents. 
As the difficulty in- 
creaiel, two other ships were sent thither 
from the same squdron. Abont ten days ago, 
inquiry having been made by the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, Secretary Fre- 
liDghujsen telegraphed to the Vice-Consul, 
asking as to the safety of the missionaries. 
He received an answer to the effect that all 
were safe on our vessels or had gone to the 
interior. 
He 
trusts, therefore, that the 
American 
residents 
at Alexandria have 
suffered none. 
An official communication 
from Admiral Nicholson states that there has 
been aome destruction of property in Alex­ 
andria belonging to Americans, but there has 
been no lose of life among them, so far as he 
has yet been able to ascertain. 


ANOTHER CORRE*PONDENT’a STORY. 


L o n d o n , July 13 h.—Another correspond­ 
ent at Alexandria ttlegraphs : I went ashore 
to-day, and ft nrd that Arabi Pasha had 
gone to Kefrelde war, about an hour's journey 
from Alexandria, where he is reported to be 
intrenching.

palace where the Khedive and Dervisch Pasha 


w G re awaiting the issue of events. 
Arabi 
Pasha first said the soldiers were only meant 
for the protection of the Khedive, bnt at the 
last mom cut he actually told the men to kil 
the Khedive. 
The sMdieis, however, hear­ 
ing the English approaching, deserted their 
posts every v h®re. 


THE REFUGEES. 


L o n d o n , July 13 b.—A dispatch from A l­ 
exandria s a y s : 
The refugees 
are chiefly 
Greeks and Italian?, with only one English* 
man. 
Twenty-seven of these came from the 
Egyptian Bank, whence they made attacks 
on the mob aud driving away the manager 
gave shelter to friends from the llanque Gen­ 
erals and the Credit Lyonnias. 
These, with 
the manager, marched in a body to Marina 
at 4 o’clock in the momiDg, after the mob, 
satiated with butchery, had retired. The sol 
diera and mob, joined by hundreds of women, 
sacked every shop, entered the houses of Eu­ 
ropeans and murdered the inmates. 
The marines wh 3 landed toak rations for 
one day. 
The party detailed for spiking the 
guns landed at Fort Kuebe aud dismantled 
the large smooth-bore pieces. 
Admiral Seymour wishes to land marines 
to take possession of Fort Napoleon and 
march to Cameldik ; but on learning that the 
fort is mined and a large body of soldiers are 
stationed at Cameldik, tLe operations have 
been postponed. 
The Condor has gone to Port Said, 
The American Admiral performed a grace­ 
ful act Tuesday. 
He steamed around the 
fleet, and his men cheered each ship in suc­ 
cession. 
The Queen has telegraphed Seymour a die- 
patch of gratulation on his success.

L o n d o n , July 13:h.—The News this morn­ 
ing says : 
There is reason to believe that if 
Turkey declines or hesitates to restore order 
in Egypt, the Conference will summon an 
English land force for that purpose.

“ 014 Mother H ubbard, she went to the cupboard, 
To get her poor dog a bone ; 
But when she got there the cupboard was bare. 
And so the )>oor dog had none.” 
These beautiful words, 
dear friends, 
carry w ith them a solemn lesson. 
I propose this evening to analyze their 
meaning, and to attem pt to apply it, lofty 
as it m ay be, to our every-day life. 
“ Old M other H ubbard, she went to the cupboard, 
To get her poor dog a bone.” 
M other H ubbard, you see, was oldj 
there being no m ention of others, we may 
presum e she was alone ; a widow—a friend­ 
less, old, solitary widow. 
Y et, did she despair ? 
Did she sit down 
and weep, or read a novel, or wring her 
hands ? No : 44 she w ent to the cupboard.” 
And here observe th a t she ire?d to the cup­ 
board. 
She did not hop, or skip, or jum p, 
or use any other peripatetic artifice ; she 
solely and m erely w ent to the cupboard. 
W e have seen th a t she was old and 
lonely, and we now further see th a t she 
was poor. 
For m ark, the words are 44 the 
cupboard,” 
N ot 44 one of the cupboards,” or the 
44 right-hand cupboard,” or the 44 left-hand 
cupboard,” or the one above, or the one 
below, or the one under the stair, b u t just 
the cupboard. 
The one little humble cup­ 
board the poor woman possessed. 
And 
why did she go to the cupboard? 
W as it 
to bring forth golden goblets, or glittering 
precious stones, or costly apparel, or feasts, 
or any other attributes of wealth ? I t wa9 
to get her poor dog a bone ! 
N ot only wa9 
the widow poor, but her dog, the sole prop 
of her age, was poor, too. 
W e can imagine the scene. 
The poor 
dog crouching in the corner, lo o k in g w ist­ 
fully a t the solitary cupboard, a a d the 
widow going to th at cupboard—in hope, in 
expectation, may be—to open it, although 
we are not distinctly told th a t it was not 
half open, or ajar, to open it for th at poor 
dog. 
“ But when she got there the cupboard was bare, 
And so the poor dog had none." 
“ W hen she got there ! ” 
You see, dear 
brethren, w hat perseverance is. 
You see the beauty of persistence in do­ 
ing right. 
She got there. 
There are no turniogs and tw istings, no 
slippings and slidings, no leaning to the 
right or faltering to the left. 
W ith glorious sim plicity we are told she 
got there. 
A nd how was her noble effort rewarded ? 
“ The cupboard was bare ! ” 
I t was 
bare ! 
There were to be found neither or­ 
anges, nor cheesecakes, nor penny buns, 
nor ginger-bread, nor crackers, nor nuts, 
nor lucifer m atches. 
The cupboard was bare ! 
There was but one, ooly one solitary cup­ 
board in the whole of th at cottage, and th at 
one the sole hope of the widow and the glo­ 
rious loadstar of the poor doe, was bare ! 
Had there been a leg of m utton, a loin of 
lamb, a fillet of veal, even an ice from Gun­ 
ter’s, the case would have been diflerent, 
the incident would have been otherwise. 
M any of you will probably say, w ith all 
the pride of 
wordly 
sophistry, 
“ The 
widow, no doubt, w ent out and bought a 
dog biscuit.” 
Ab, no. Far removed from these earthly 
ideas, these m undane desires, poor M other 
H abbard, the widow whom m any thought­ 
less wordlings would despise, in th a t she 
only owned one cupboard, perceived—or I 
m ight even say saw —at once the relentless 
logic of the situation, and yielded to it 
w ith ail the heroism of th at nature which 
had enabled her w ithout deviation to reach 
the barren cupboard. 
She did not attem pt, like the stiff-necked 
scoffers of this generation, to war against 
the inevitable ; 
she did not try, like the 
so called men of science, to explain w hat 
Bhe did not understand. 
She did nothing. 
“ The poor dog had 
none !” 
A nd then, at this point our in­ 
form ation ceases. 
B ut do we not know sufficient ? Are we 
not cogoizant of enough ’ 
W ho would dare to pierce the veil th a t 
shrouds the ulterior fate of Old M other 
H ubbard, the poor dog, the cupboard, or 
the bone th at was not there. 
M ust we imagine her still standing at the 
open cupboard door-—depict to ourselves 
the dog still drooping his disappointed tail 
upon the Hoor—the sought-for bone still 
rem aining somewhere else. 
Ah ! no, my dear brethren, we are not so 
perm itted to attem pt to read the future. 
Suffice it for us to glean from this beauti­ 
ful story its m any lessons ; suffice it for us 
to apply them , to study them as far as in 
us lies.

A u t o m a t ic C a s h C a r r ie r s . — A novel 
store cash system is in operation in New 
London, Conn. 
A local paper says : H un­ 
dreds of people visited the store to witness 
the autom atic cash carrier in operation. 
This Í9 a recent patent, and ha3 not yet 
been introduced outside the New England 
cities. 
It consists of 
hollow spheres, 
pointed and locked at the equator, and pro­ 
vided w ith springs to hold the cash where 
it will not disturb the center of gravity of 
the globe. 
These balls run on tracks hav­ 
ing a decline of 1-10 of an inch to the foot, 
and supplied with stations or pockets of 
different dimensions to correspond w ith the 
balls, which are also of different sizes. 
The track to the office desk or depot is 
overhead, and the ball ia hoisted to it on 
an elevator w ith an autom atic slide which 
allows the ball to fall into the track at the 
proper point, and it then runs steadily to 
the cashier, who makes the change, places 
the ball on the lower track, along which it 
runs until it gets to its own station and 
drops through to the clerk’s hand. 
There 
are sixteen stations on the floor, and four 
balls to the station. 
The larger balls and 
pockets are furthest from the center, and 
it looks alm ost like magic to see them bowl­ 
ing along and intelligently stopping at their 
own quarters. 
For good and efficient ser­ 
vice these autom atic cash carriers are a 
vast im provem ent on the average small 
boy.

taken to the Pe9t-house, discharged as 
cured, and were working on the San Joa­ 
quin ranch thirty days before the other 
passengers were landed. One of them went 
into Colonel Bee’s office and related how 
they had “ heep foolee ” the quarantine 
regulations, and Colonel Bee yesterday told 
the story, as here given.
